WASHINGTON (TF _______ 
Minister Sir Anthony Eden declar­ 
ed today that he saw no value in 
a British-Soviet friendship pact so 
soon after such a previous treaty 
“ by Russia was torn up.” 
Eden at a news conference gave 
a cold reception to a suggestion j tee 
by Soviet Prem ier Nikolai Bullan- j 
in that Russia was willing to sign I 
separate 20-year friendship pacts I 
with the United States, Britain, . 
France and other countries. 
Eden said Bulganin’s proposal 
was “ certainly Interesting and a 
little rem arkable.” 
“ I am not personally entirely 
convinced of the value of a new 
agreem ent so soon after a treaty 
signed by Russia was torn up by 
her,” Eden said. Eden’s reference 
was to the British-Soviet n onag­ 
gression pact which was cancelled 
last year by the Soviet Union. 
Eden also confirmed that he had 
proposed during his talks with 
President Eisenhower this week a 
“ step-by-step relaxation to bring 
trade with Red China on a par 
with that of Soviet Russia.” 
Eden faced nearly 300 report­ 
ers from many countries during a 
farewell news conference at the 
National Press Club. 
He volunteered at the outset of 
his conference that his meetings 
with President Eisenhower “did 
exceed 
my expectations.” 
The 
White House talks, he said, dis­ 
closed a “ very wide measure of 
agreem ent.”

Conditional 
'Yes' May Be 
Given by Ike 


Report Stems from 
Statement by 
President's Physician 


WASHINGTON (IP — A report 
floated in Republican circles today j 
that President Eisenhower might j 
give a conditional “yes” to the 
second term question this month 
without ruling out a retirement j 
announcement later. 
The idea was described by a 
Republican leader, who would not 
vouch for its possibility but said 
it had come to him from the “ inner 
circle” of the administration. 
Assuming 
a favorable 
report j 
from his doctors in mid February, 
the plan would have Mr. Eisen­ 
hower saying that he expected to 
run again. 
But he could also say 
that he might pull out later if his 
work indicated that four 
more 
years in the White House would 
be too burdensome for a man who 
suffered a heart attack last fall. 
This possible course seemed to 
be in line with a statement Thurs­ 
day by Maj. Gen. Howard Snyder, 
the President’s physician. He said 
Mr. Eisenhower should have “ all 
the time he needs*’ to make a sec­ 
ond term decision. 
But the idea did not seem to 
jibe with Mr. Eisenhower’s news 
conference remark last week that 
he hoped he would not have to 
“dilly dally” too long in making a 
decision. 
Although the President’s next 
medical checkup is scheduled in 
about IO days, Snyder said no one 
“ who is just 4 1-2 months past a 
heart attack is in a position yet 
to determine his own physical fit 
ness.” 
“ It takes longer,” Snyder said. 
“ He should have more time—all 
the time he needs.” 
He also said the doctors could 
give the President a “ good exposi­ 
tion” about his condition but that 
Mr. 
Eisenhower would 
have to 
make his own decision.

President Truman said today that 
whenever he thinks of the fact that 
Vice President Richard M. Nixon 
has called him a traitor. “ I not 
only swear, I want to punch some­ 
body.” 
Nixon 
is due

Saturday 
from his journey to Brazil for the 
inauguration of the new admin­ 
istration there.

paigns 
has been 
disputed ever 
since. 
One undisputed fact 
is 
that Nixon’s campaign speeches 
enraged Democratic Party lead­ 
ers, especially the old tim ers such 
as Mr. Truman and Speaker Sam 
Rayblum of Texas.

Nixon’s 
friends 
consistently 
have 
maintained that 
the vice 
president did not call Mr. Truman 
or any other Democratic Party 
leader a traitor. 
They insist that 
research of his speech will not 
discover any such accusation. 
Mr. Truman told newsmen dur­

though he had known Nixon in 
Congress he had refused to see 
him since Nixon so characterized 
him. 
“ I won’t see him .” he said. “It 
would just start a fight.”

Gen. Ridgwoy's View 


Editorial By Bruce Biossat 
Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, one 
of America’s most distinguished 
soldiers, is telling a story these 
days that has plunged him intr 
new controversy. 
It is the story 
of his conflict with administration 
leaders over the size and nature of 
the nation’s military ground forces 
Relating his account in a current 
scries in The Saturday Evening 
post, Ridgway declares that in ho 
two-year Pentagon tenure as Arm) 
Chief of Staff he felt he was bcim 
called on to “destroy rather than 
to build a fighting force on which 
rested the world’s best hope for 
peace." 
In that span, he says, policies 
were adopted which by next sum 
mer will have cut the Army from 
1.500,000 to slightly mon- than one 
million men. 
This change has or 
curred, he adds, despite the addi 
tion of some Army responsibilities 
and the enlargement of others. 
The result, in Ridgway’s view, is 
that the United States has a mili 
tary force which is incapable of 
fulfilling the many military and 
diplomatic commitments it has sub­ 
scribed to around the world.

The general believes this “gulf" 
between what w'e may be required 
to do and the strength we have to 
do it has been widened for Jar vly 
budgetary and political considera­ 
tions. 
lie asserts that again and 
again pressure was brought upon 
him to conform to a preconceived 
politico-military “party line" fixed 
by the Secretary of Defense Wil­ 
ton, other civilian officials and 
President Eisenhower himself. 
He flatly charges that the Presi­ 
dent's 1954 State of the Union mes­ 
sage set forth that the 1955 mili­ 
tary program had been “unanimous 
Iv recommended" by all the Joint 
Chiefs—including Ridgway — when 
in fact he opposed it. 
The President has felt strongly. 
of course, that the rule of unanimi­ 
ty should apply to the Joint Chiefs* 
decisions once they are taken, that 
their debates over military require 
ments should be fought out behind 
closed doors. 
But beyond that aspect of the 
matter, there is clearly much room 
for argument over the propositions 
Ridgway has advanced in favor of 
larger ground forces. 
In the first place, there never 
was a time, except in the thick of 
total war. when budgetary and po 
litical considerations did not heavi 
Iv affect military appropriations 
and hence “force levels." 
* ♦ ♦ 
It is true that tho is no ordinary 
peacetime but a kind of half-war 
in which “normal" considerations 
do not apply. 
But it is also true 
that this nation never has spent 
so much for defense nor maintain 
cd so large an Army, Navy and 
Air Force in peace as it is present­ 
ly doing under threat of Commu­ 
nist aggression. 
How the available money shall 
be divided among the various forc­ 
es is another question, and here 
again Ridgway takes a firm stand 
on ground which tho impartial 
Judge must declare still open for 
argument.

Ban on Toll Suits 


CHICAGO 
IP) — The American 
Civil Liberties Union said today 
“ serious consitutional questions” 
are prom pted by an Injunction is­ 
sued against opponents of the Uh 
nois toll road program .

Humphrey Says j 


WASHINGTON (IP — Treasury 
Secretary George M. Humphrey

Furtherm ore, he said, the ad­ 
ministration has halted a 14-year 
inflationary trend that saw

value of the dollar decline from 
IOO cents in 1939 to 52 cents in j 
1952.

committee which is .studying P res­ 
ident Eisenhower’s recent report 
to Congress on the state of the 
nation’s economy. 
Committee 
Chairman

the President’s estimates on the 
nation’s personal income for this 
year. 
In an earlier hearing Douglas 
contended that the estim ate that 
personal income in 1956 would rise 
about IO billion dollars to 312' a 
billion assumed “ no growth in the 
economy at all and even some de­ 
cline.”
